This bombardment took place 
on the Feast of Corpus Christi, 
when the British had agreed not 
to Conduct raids on towns not in 
the war aone. 
An attempted air raid on Paris 
last night was driven off by anti-

Lieutenants Eddie Rickenbacher of 
Columbus, Ohio, and Jimm ie M eiss­ 
ner of Brooklyn figured prominently 
In two of the battles, the former sav­ 
ing M eissner's life twice.

planes while one of our planes was 
destroyed and the pilot captured.

“To the south of Fere-en-Tardenois we are fighting our way tow ard the 
i M arne,” the German w ar office declared. 
Just how fa r south of Fere-en-Tardenois the enemy has progressed was 
revealed in neither the French or German statements. 
The Berlin communique claimed a total of 35,000 prisoners taken in the 
present phase of the offensive, together w ith a large am ount of material, in­ 
cluding am m unition, m aterials, railroad trains and an aerodrome fu ll of aero­ 
planes. 
On the right flank the Germans now occupy La N eu villette and Bethany, 
north of Rheims, and have throw n a semicircle about th at city, being within 
tw o miles on the east, north and west.

Suicide, In Note, Gives $4.85, 
His Only Possession, to 
the Red Cross 


The body of 
Albert Fielding, 
76 
years old, was found in a ravine sev­ 
eral miles below 
San Juan Capis­ 
trano Wednesday afternoon. He had J 
committed suicide by setting off a J 
dynamite cap in his mouth, blowing j 
his head off. 
This happened March 5, 
when he disappeared, and the head­ 
less body had remained undisturbed 
for three months. 
Beside 
the 
body was found his 
purse, pocket knife, pipe, and tin box 
containing 
several 
dynamite 
caps 
which he 
had purchased 
for doing 
some blasting. 
In the purse was the 
sum of $4.85 and a note, directing 
that this be given to the Bed Cross. 
Fielding, who was or English birth 
and with no relatives in this country, 
had made his home with the Whisler 
families for fifteen years past and 
was several years at El Modena. 
Re­ 
cently he hr.l been with the Hiram 
W hisler family nine miles below Ca]>- 
istrano. On the evening of March 4 
he went to bed, apparently. The next 
morning he had disappeared and on 
March C the sheriff’s office was noti­ 
fied but he could not be found. 
W. H. Brusn, an employe of Whin­ 
ier. was going about the ranch Wed­ 
nesday afternoon looking after squir­ 
rel poison which had been set out, 
when he discovered the headless body 
in a ravine a mile and a half from the 
house, with the back against a rock. 
Fielding had placed a dynamite cap in 
his mouth and set it off with a fuse. 
Coroner W inbigler was notified yes­ 
terday, 
and the body 
was brought 
here, where an inquest was held this 
afternoon, with interment immediate­ 
ly following in the local cemetery. 
In failing health, Fielding had been 
despondent 
for some time, 
nnd ac­ 
cording to W hisler 
had at 
various 
times spoken of the short time until 
his death. 
He said 
nobody would 
bury him, as when he died no one 
would find his body. 
In accordance with the dead man's 
wish, Coroner Winbigler this morning 
tared the $4.85 over to Mrs. Tedford 
for the Red Cross.

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A RAILROAD DICTATORSHIP 


Under private management the railroads were run 
primarily for profit. 
Under government management 
they are run primarily for service. 
Recent revolutionary acts of the railroad adminis­ 
tration ha\e come from this changed view. 
The roads 
need new equipment and construction, and to provide it 
the government lets them have nearly a billion dollars— 
three times as much as they have lately been spending 
for such purposes. The money isn t given, however, but 
lent. 
The government hands over the cash because it 
can borrow money, and the roads can't. 
The spending 
of the sum provided is compulsory. The roads will now 
buy what they need. 
The discharge of all the railroad presidents was a 
more drastic and spectacular move. 
.Most of the pres- 
ident-managers had been trying to co-operate loyally with 
the government. But a few of them had ignored federal 
orders, or obeyed reluctantly. And it was desirable, any­ 
how, that all the lines should be operated by practical 
railroad managers rather than men trained primarily as 
financiers. 
So Director McAdoo made a clean sweep. 
Many of the former presidents will be re-appointed to 
run their lines. All the lines, however, will now be run 
presumably by men who know their business and are in 
harmony with the new system. 
The big fact is that there is now only one railroad 
in the United States, and it is a military railroad. The 
various branches have got to obey the director as arm y 
divisions obey their commander-in-chief. 
After the war 
is won, if the railroads and the nation want to return 
to the old order, the system will be unscrambled and 
denationalized. 
For the present, everybody concerned 
may as well recognize that we have a railroad dictator 
ship, and must have it while the war lasts. 


DRAFTED FOR WAR WORK 


The man of draft age who for any reason happens 
to be exempted from military service is not therefore 
exempted from responsibility. 
If he cannot fight tot 
victory he must work for victory. 
That is the meaning of Provost Marshal (Jenera! 
Crowder’s order requiring men of draft age to give up 
nonessential occupations and engage in war work. 
Th< 
order is expected to apply to about threequarters of a 
million men, and to have a revolutionary effect in tin 
redistribution of labor. 
It is impossible to lay down a hard and fast rule 
as to p r e c is e ly what constitutes "war work." 
Hut cer 
tain broad facts about the matter are known to e v e r y 
body. Shipbuilding, for example, is war work. 
Employ 
ment in a munition factory or airplane factory or anj 
factory engaged in making essential army supplies is wai 
work. 
Farming is war work. 
Tile order will have ar. 
immediate and wholesome effect in providing recruits fo 
these industries. 
Where there is room for doubt tin 
question will be decided by local draft boards. As little 
injustice as possible will be done. 
The most obvious effect will be the withdrawal oi 
men from occupations involving personal service. Then 
will be no more male servants of military age, no mon 
butlers or valets or footmen, no more waiters or ushers, 
no more “flunkeys" of any kind, no more bartenders, rn 
more salesmen or clerks doing what older or youngei 
men, or women or girls, are capable of doing. 
And o. 
course the ranks of professional gamblers, and othei 
social parasites will be depleted. 
We’re really getting down to a war basis.

To be forced ta do so now. 
after having successfully 
withstood 
the far more pressing tem ptations in 
Picardy and Flanders would be an er­ 
ror which the im perturbable and iron- 
nerved generalissim o of the allies is 
incapable of com m itting, 
A few units may have been ordered 
to the southern front from the pre­ 
cious stock of reserves. It is probable, 
however, th at the larger part of the 
reinforcem ents have come from other 
sectors. 
Since Von H indenture can 
divert a quarter of a m illier men from 
other areas for the operations along 
the Aisne there is no reason to doubt 
G eneral Fcch’s ability to do the same. 
It

perfectly safe conclusion, 
therefore, that Von H indenburg lias 
not succeeded In enticing G eneral Fo< ii 
into throw ing 
the 
Anglo-French re­ 
serve strength into 
the 
conflict on 
term s dictated by the G erm ans. 
The 
situation now is strategically no more 
disadvantageous to the allies than it 
was before the Alane th ru st began. 
For the Germ ans, however, the cab,lai­ 
ties have begun to mount with terrify­ 
ing speed. 
This is tile main factor in 
the situation. 
There are indisputable 
indications 
that bewilderm ent is already 
begin­ 
ning to make its appearance in Ger­ 
many as to wily Yon H indenburg has 
chosen to spill so much G erm an blood 
into the Aisne. Tile channel ports are 
still secure from attack and the Ger­ 
man people have seined upon this high­ 
ly significant fact even in the midst 
of the exultant shouts along tho Aisne. 
All the territory now being taken by 
the Germ ans m ust be given back to 
FraacQ when the war is over. Its tem ­ 
porary occupation by the G erm ans can 
in no way affect the outcom e of the 
conflict. T here has been no severance 
of the British and French arm ies and 
no instance in any way approaching a 
catastrophe. 
M eanwhile the loss of Cantigny is 
acknowledged by the G erm ans but it 
is very significant th at Von Hinrien- 
burg has refused to perm it the German 
people to know It was an A m erican de­ 
tachm ent th a t captured the town. 
In 
the brilliant little A m erican exploit at 
C antigny there is a deeper indication 
of the final outcome of the w ar than, 
in all the Germ an success along tile 
Aisne.

is briefly recited in M a te issue of the 
official “Supplement to tile London 
Gazette." 
This official list of soldiers cited for 
decorations always carries a short de­ 
scription of the act of valor for which 
the citation is made. 
These two paragraphs 
accompany 
announcement ol the award of the dis­ 
tinguished conduct medal 
to 
Private 
Taylor: 
"Having be n cut oft with his com­ 
pany. he received a bullet in the thigh, 
causing a compound fracture. To avoid 
capture he crawled into a shellhole, 
where he remained for a period of 
over seven weeks, during the whole of 
which time the 
surrounding 
district 
was subjected to a severe bombard­ 
ment by our artillery. 
He subsisted 
on tins of bully b e e f collected at night

from dead bodies, and water which he 
obtained in a water-proof cape. 
After some weeks three or the ene­ 
my visited his shell hol<^ but by feign­ 
ing death, he 
avoided 
capture 
and 
eventually succeeded in crawling back 
to our lines—a distance of some 900 
yards.” 
In a hospital near London where he 
is recuperating Taylor diffidently am p­ 
lified the story of his terrible experi­ 
ences. 
"It was during one of 
our 
attacks 
upon the Hindenburg line,” he said. 
"We had gone over the top, two com­ 
panies of us. We were met by a ter­ 
rine lire and the fellows 
were 
drop­ 
ping like ninepins. 
I 
was 
knocked 
out. 
It must have been a couple of 
days before I recovered consciousness. 
I found myself in a sliftllhole, with an­ 
other man who 
was 
wounded 
but 
could move freely. During 
the 
days 
and part of the nights 
the 
bombard­ 
ment kept up. 
Shells fell all around 
but none happened 
to 
drop in our 
shellhole. 
At night Peters crept out 
and foraged 
among 
the 
dead 
for 
scraps of beef, iron rations and their 
w a terh o les . 
After 
two 
or 
three 
days it rained. 
We collected water in 
our caps. 
I 
"That sort 
of existence lasted for 
ova r five weeks. 
I was getting weak­ 
er and 
weaker. 
One 
night 
Peters 
crawled out and did not come back. 
That left me without aid. .Next night 
a party of Germans came into my 
shell-hole. 
One lifted my leg—luckily 
hoi the broken one or I d have yelled 
—but they thought I was dead. I was 
covered with mud and looked like the 
other bodies covering the ground. Dur­ 
ing tile next fortnight I managed to 
live on the reserve beef 
Peters 
had 
collected. Then, feeling that nothing 
worse could happen I resolved to try 
to get into our lines. It was an inky 
night 
First I crawled by 
mistake 
right into a German line. They didn’t 
bear me, so I turned bac k and Inched 
along for an hour. 
Then 
I 
got into 
some barbed wire. 
I was a mass of 
cuts, blood and rags 
before

got 
through. 
Just then a Verey light shot 
up.

A little band of gray haired men 
and women—hero#* of a poet war

which 
every citizen of the nation now 
enjoys. Along 
with them 
wore 
honored those of their .comradee 
who have gone before, who have 
rim life’s span with a record of 
patriotic service, and have now 
answered the final bugle call. 
The city paused yesterday to fitting­ 
ly honor 
these patriots 
who loved 
their country and their fellow man 
enough to go through the valley of the 
shadow o$ death that they might live. 
But while loving hands placed the 
w reath upon the graves of the fallen 
and eyes looked wlthwreverence upon 
those who yet remain, all thoughts 
were “over there" on the battlefields 
of France 
where the 
children and 
grandchildren of these veterans of the 
past were in the midst of a great bat­ 
tle—facing shot and shell and gas and 
flame 
that 
the 
liberties 
gained 
through long years of struggle may be 
perpetuated to future generations and 
enjoyed by all peoples. 
And with the thought surged up a 
mighty prayer to the Giver of all Good 
that He watsfa over and guide those 
gallant lads in the task they have set 
out to accomplish, protect them from 
all evil, keep them there until His will 
Is done, and bring them safely home 
again. 
Graven Over There. 
While the graves ef those who wore 
the blue and the gray were being dec­ 
orated 
in Santa Ana, 
many newer 
graves of those who wore the khaki 
and the olive-drab were decorated yes­ 
terday in France, fellow Americans, 
British, and French pausing a moment 
In their grim task to drop flowers on 
the freshly-made graves of those who 
have already paid the supreme price 
in the present great struggle. French 
children, too, the greatest friends of 
the Americans, toddled out yesterday 
along the roads in Lorraine and Pi­ 
cardy to place flowers on some Amer­ 
ican soldier’s last resting place. 
The heroes of the present—the men 
and boys who have gone to France, 
dedicated their lives to world princi­ 
ples. 
They have died as soldiers of

KINDERGARTNERS AID 
KIDDIES OF FRANCE 


Was 26 Days Out of Sight of 
Land, Fired on Periscope, 
Rescued Damaged Ship 


TUSTIN, May SI.—A letter received 
by Mr. ant} Mrs. W. G. Mitchell from 
I heir son, Willis Mitchell, mailed at 
Brooklyn, New York, gives an account 
of thrilling adventure on the seas, dur­ 
ing twenty-six days out of sight of 
land, most of the time in the heart of 
the war zone. 
Going over on the IT. S. S. Seattle 
cruiser's staff, convoying six ships ac­ 
ross. 
a point 
fifty miles out from 
France was reached in safety, from 
which point the ships were taken by 
a destroyer to a port in France. Com­ 
ing back, after three days travel they 
received a wireless message from a 
U. S. 
merchant vessel 
in distress. 
There were two days more spent In 
finding this ship which had broken its 
main shaft in the center of the U-boat 
zone, subject to being torpedoed by 
submarines. 
Another day was con­ 
sumed before they were able to float 
a cable by which they could Tow the 
vessel to the Azores island for repairs. 
They were only able to travel at the 
rate of five knots while watching for 
torpedoes. One periscope 
was 
sight­ 
ed and fired upon. 
It immediately 
submerged. 
Reaching Hampton Roads. Va., Willis 
took part in a torpedo and gunners 
contest. 
His crew won fourth place 
in the contest. 
He was to leave May 
21 for Norfolk, Va., where the big na­ 
val hase is located. 
Among the win­ 
ners in the contest, he will take his 
place as one of a gunners’ crew, which 
consists of eight men. 
At the same 
time there were twelve boys, all from 
California, leaving for the big naval 
base. 
Before leaving New York, the ship 
was coaled. 
At this the boys worked 
for twenty-four hours without inter­ 
mission.
